1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: claims 83, 84, 86-91, 93-110 are considered allowable 
since when reading the claims in light of the specification, 
none of the references of record alone or in combination 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in 
the independent claims, specifically using a fixed number, k, of 
emerging patterns extracted from said training data, wherein k 
is substantially less than a total number of emerging patterns 
in the plurality of emerging patterns, calculate 2 scores, 
wherein a 1 st score corresponding to the data associated with the 
normal cells is derived from the frequencies of k emerging 
patterns in said 1 st list that also occur in said test data; and 
a 2 nd score corresponding to the data associated with the 
diseased cells is derived from the frequencies of k emerging 
patterns in said 2 nd list that also occur in said test data as 
disclosed in independent claims 83 and 90 of the instant 
application (as defined at pg.

3. The claimed computer readable medium has been interpreted 
as being "non-volatile memory (such as one or more magnetic disk 
drives)" (as disclosed on pg. 9-10). 

The Prior art of references of Alon et al . (Alon) , "Broad 
patterns of gene expression revealed by clustering analysis of 
tumor and normal colon tissues probed by oligonucleotide 
arrays", 1999 and of Dong et al. (Dong), "Efficient Mining of 
Emerging Patterns: Discovering Trends and Differences", 1999 
disclose training data sets containing gene expression data for 
a plurality of genes and methods for determining a plurality of 
emerging patterns within the gene expression data. 

Alon and Dong do not teach using a fixed number, k, of 
emerging patterns extracted from said training data, wherein k 
is substantially less than a total number of emerging patterns 
in the plurality of emerging patterns or calculating 2 scores, 
wherein a 1 st score corresponding to the data associated with the 
normal cells is derived from the frequencies of k emerging 
patterns in said 1 st list that also occur in said test data; and 
a 2 nd score corresponding to the data associated with the 
diseased cells is derived from the frequencies of k emerging
